Toxic site list preliminary 


Says county 


Being on the state list of top 225 
contaminated sites does not constitute 
some kind of final indictment, said 
Larry Levengood, District Health 
Department sanitarian. The list, re- 
leased November 22, is preliminary 
and subject to review, he said. In 
fact, one such hearing was held in 
Gaylord this past Tuesday. 

Nevertheless, Harborage dev- 
elopers Rick and Dave Smith were 
surprised and dismayed to find the 
land under The Harborege put down 
as S4th in the list. In 1979, Leven- 
good said, prior to construction, the 
developers had asked for an environ- 
mental review by the Depattment of 
Natural Resources, and they had fol- 
lowed the DNR request that they cap 
the canal they were filling in. 

Capping with a clay cover prevents 
rainwater from washing the metcury 
and chromium, deposited in the canal 
bed, into groundwater. 

Levengood said the listing possibly 
resulted from the fact that DNR files 
were turned over to an independent 
consultant who cranked the figures 
out, regardless of corrections having 
been made. 

Rick Smith said they had not heard 
anything from the DNR since 1980. 

The Harborage condominiums are 
being built on a 53-acre tract that 
formerly belonged to Howes Tannery, 
which closed its doors in 1970. The 
canal was affected by mercury and 
chromium used in the tanning 
process.

Howard tanks did not cause 
gas problem on Lake St. 


A lot of people still think Mel 
Howard's Mobi] Service Station had 
leaking gas tanks that contaminated 
Boyne City soil. That’s what the Dep- 
artment of Natural Resources 
thought, too. 

The DNR ordered Howard to dig up 
the old tanks and put in new ones. 

Howard showed DNR representa- 
tives his inventory with no shorting 
between gas in and gas sold. 

Three monitoring wells were also 
ordered by the DNR. 

In the process of reconstructing 
Lake Street traces of gas had been 
discovered in the old six-inch clay 


sewer pipe in front of Barrett's of 
Boyne. But, said Howard, no way 
could gas have percolated up from his 
tanks to within three feet of the 
surface, which is where the pipe was. 

Howard explained that about eight 
years ago, test holes had been dug 
after a complaint of gas odor in Bob 
Klevorn's office. The state fire 
marshall had tried to locate the 

‘source of the odor. 

When the street was dug up, it was 
found to be coming from a tank under 
what was formerly a gas station but is 
now Dr. Gaty Mellon's parking area. 
The tank, said Howard, was taken up, 
but not till after it had lost about 2000

Levengood said the reason for the 
listing was the presence of those 
elements on the site. 

The listing itself is the result of the 
jegisiature’s ‘‘concerns about how the 
state was going about environmental 
clean-up,’’ Levengood explained. 
Four department were involved: Dep- 
artments of Natural Resources, of 
Public Health, of Agriculture, and 
Toxic Control. 

Public Act 307 of 1982 drew their 
functions together in a complex point 
system called a Site Assessment 
System. Weighed into the scoring are 
such factors as type of chemical, ten- 
dency for it to migrate, amount of 
contamination, and use of the site. 
Thus the DNR is reported to have 
said in 1979 that since the land will 
not be used for agriculture, the con- 
tamination was not serious. 

Levengood said the effect of the
